There are several regions from 
which reports have come to the effect 
that 
they are 
entirely 
destroyed, 


while from other localities reports 
are that there Is only a small per- 
centage alive. 


It is not possible to diagnose any- 


thing concerning the prospects tor 
the pome fruits, or apple, pear and 
quince, at this time of year. Quince 
buds form only on new wood, and 
consequently are not to be seen now. 
The only thing that the apple and 
pear grower can tell by an examina- 
tion of his buds_ at present is as to 
whether the fruit buds or good fruit 
spurs were formed in abundance last 
fall. They are not liable to be injur- 
ed by winter freezing. It is the spring 
frost about the time of blooming that 
causes the trouble with these fruits.

Sterilized Eggs Keep for Years. 
Sterilizing eggs by a process that 


will keep them solid and In good con- 
dition for j-ears is one of the latest 
achievements 
which 
have 
been 


brought to the attention of the De- 
partment of Agriculture through the 
agents of the Dairj- and Food Divi- 
sion. 


One dozen eggs, some of them 


three years old. were ^opened by 
Dairy and Food Commissioner Foust 
recently and were found to be solid 
and practically In perfect condition. 
The eggs were sent to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture from Phlladel- 
ohia where there was a steady sale 
to 
hotels 
of what were 
termed 


"Sterilized Eggs." 
Investigation by 


the agents showed that the eggs, 
some of which were as old as April. 
1912. had been sterilized under what 
Is known as the Taylor process and 
had been kept In warehouses and cel- 
lars and recentlv sold to hotels la 
Philadelphia. 


The eggs were solid, loked very 


much like fresh eggs,and upon can- 
dling were found not to be shrunken. 
Further Investigation led to the dis- 
covery of a machine which was used 
In the patented process of steriliz- 
ing the eggs. All that is now known 
of the process Is that the eggs are 
placed In the machine and drop first 
Into hot and then cold oil. The pores 
are closed, the shells strengthened 
and the eggs sterilized. 


Professor LaWall. chemist of the 


Dairy and Food Division is now do-" 
ing some experimental work In con- 
nection with sterilized eggs and in a 
short time the results of his work 
may be known. It 
is altogether 


orobable that a method superior to 
the cold storage and water glass pre- 
serving may be tound.

Products 
essential to the publication of news-, 
papers have jumped in price ail the 
way from JO to 15 to 3,000 and more 
per cent. 


Before the war. to begin with, the 


important item of tons upon tons of 
metal used in linotyping departments 
which is a composition of lead, tin 
and antimony, cost 8 1-4 cents a 
pound. On a day within the last ten 
days it cost 12 1-2 cents during the 
forenoon. In the afternoon the cost 
Avas 13 cents. A few days later it 
was boosted to 13 3-4 cents a pound. 
And so the kiting goes on. the in- 
crease in cost alone amounting to 
thousands of dollars a year. 


Press 
rollers, 
which 
are made 


largely of glue, glycerine and molas- 
ses, have gone up, so manufacturers 
notified the consumers last week, 18 
per cent. Glycerine—ana the quanti- 
ty used in newspaper plants is not 
the pure white glycerine one buys in 
drug stores, but a quality Jess refined 
—has taken a flying leap from an 
ante bellum price of 19 cents a pound 
to 54 cents. 


No pulp is coming to paper manu- 


facturers. Mills that nto so long ago 
-were selling by the tons are now fill- 
ing orders for pounds. Rags, which 
are being bought up by the powder 
manufacturers eagerly and are need- 
ed also by paper manufacturers in a 
cleaned and more or less sterilized 
form, are a necessity in the mechani- 
cal departments of newspapers. The 
price of rags has jumped just 100 per 
cent., or from 3 cents a pound to 6 
cents. Writing paper is an import- 
ant item in a publisher's paper bill, 
and it is \\orth noting that this item 
a month ago was sent up 30 per cent, 
and toward the end of March was 
made 50 per cent. 


But it is when the consumer of any 


other department of the chemical 
section of printing and photo_graphic 
reproduction goes out with his shop- 
ping list that his hair turns gray, 
iletol, which the art department of 
a paper cannot get along without, 
cost $4 a pound before the war. Now 
it costs 850 a pound. Increases of 
T.OOO T 3.000 per cent, anc more loom 
tip all over the chemical section of 
the printing plant. 


As an ink manufacturer explained 


a day or two ago. the acids and dyes 
and everything e_lse used" in the col- 
ored inks especially have exploded 
from 300 to 3,OOO per cent, in a jiffy, 
once the imports from Germany had 
been blocked. 
Blues that cost 58 


cents before the war now cost $14 
and $15 a pound, with increases in 
yellows also all the way up to 3,000 
oer cent. 
No Passengers Killed on Pennsy in '15 


In 1915, the third successive year 


in which no passenger was killed in 
a train accident on the Pennsylvania 
lines east of Pittsburgh and Erie, 
4,364,519 tests and observations were 
made to determine how well the train 
operating rules and signals were be- 
ing obeyed. These tests covered the 
work of both officers and emplo3~ees. 


The results, which have just been 


compiled, show that only one error 
occurred in every 1,110 trials, giving 
a record of 09.9 per cent, of absolute 
perfection. In four classes of tests, 
including obedience to various "stop"' 
signals, not a single failure on the

This 
fight opened on May 8, and continu- 
ed until May 21, 1864.

One of the saddest features of the 


war between the states was the ar- 
raying against one another of the dif- 
ferent members of the same family.

Disguising himself, he passed the 
Union lines and reached Canton with- 
out his identity being discovered.
